INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The appScant has, alter having received the international search teport, one opportunity to amend the daims of the 
intemationBl application. K shoutd however be emphasized that, since afl parts of the international application (daims, 
descnption and drawirtgs) may be amended during the tntemationa) prettminary ejcamination procedure, there is uauaDy 
no r>eed to f3e amendments of the daims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants tlie latter to be pubGshed 
for the purposes of provisiona} protection or haa another reason for amendirig the claims twfore international pbulication. 
Fufthermore. it sftould bo emphasized that provisional protection is availatile in some Stales only. 



What parts of the International appllcatkMi may be am e nde d? 

Under Aitide 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the Intemitf ional phase, the daims may also be amended (or furttier amerKied) under Artide 34 befbre 
the International Pteliminary Examining Authority. The description and cfe^awinga may only be amended under 
Artide 34 befbre the IntemaHond ExanMng Authority.
